occurred shortly after midnight this 
morning, 
at 
the 
farm of 
Harvey 
Strasbaugh, a

Fairfield 
station, when the barn, wagon shed, 
and hog pens burnel, together with 
twenty five head of stock. 
The barn was practically all 
in 
flames when the blaze* was first seen 
by members of the family and the 
roof was just about to fall in when 
they were awakened by 
the 
glare. 
They dressed quickly but were not 
able to save anything, everything in 
the structure including not only th** 
stock, but all the 
wagons, 
imple­ 
ments, harness grain and so on were 
consumed. 
The stock in the barn included tw » 
mule-, one horse, thirteen head of 
cauk*, and nine hogs. 
From the barn 
the flames spread to the other small­ 
er buildings an I 
everything 
about 
the place was soon a mass of fire. The 
blaze made a reflection which could 
be seen for many miles. 
The cattle 
burned 
included 
five 
steers, three milk cows, and five heif­ 
ers. 
Coming in the dead of night, only 
a few people 
of 
the 
neighborhood 
knew anything of it and it was not 
until morning that many persons in 
the neighborhood knew of Mr. Stras- 
baugh'a misfortune. 
Insurance on the bad ling was car­ 
ried in the Adams County Mutual In­ 
surance Company, but no insurance 
whatever was carried on the contents.

Green owes a dollar for milk delivered 
ut his house.
